A LOYAL DEMOCRAT. 


“Miss Tatiana Romanoff does not 
care,“ the statement added, “whether 
her father or the Romanoff dynasty 
ever regain the throne, but she is 
very much concerned about a strong 
democratic government, or rother a 
‘United States of Russia.” She will 
try to explain to the American peo- 
ple that they should not desert Rus- 
fia and leave her to the Socialtatic 
adventurers and the Germans, but 
help to get united and work for 
the Allies.“ 

The purpose of the Russian Ctvil-

“All illegal practices and the de- 
nial of rights safeguarded by the 
Constitution and statutes must cease 


of the different elements involved in 
the deportation, both official and 
private, the commission finds that: 


STRIKE NOT JUSTIFIED. 


“A strike was called in the War- 
ren district on June 26, 1917, to be 
effective the following day. While 
undoubtedly the men sincerely felt 
that several grievances called for 
rectification by the companies, hav- 
ing regard to the conditions in this 
district and the governments need 
for its copper production, the griev- 
ances were not of such a nature as 
to have justified the strike.” 

“Bhortly after the strike war 
called,” the report explains, “the 
Sheriff of the county, through the 
Governor of Arizona, requested the 
ald of Federal troops, but after in- 
vestigation of the situation in Bile- 
an army officer reported that 
everything was peaceable and that 
troops were neither needed nor war- 
ranted.

“Barly on the morning of July 12, 
the Sheriff and a large armed Teves 
presuming to act as deputies under 
the Sheriffs authority, compris 
about 2000 men, rounded up 118 
men in the Warren district, put them 
aboard a train and carried them to 
Columbus, N. M. The authorities at 
Columbus refused to permit those in 
charge of the deportation to leave 
the men there and the train carried 
them to the desert town of Ner- 
manas, N. M. The deporteesiiwere 
wholly without adequate supmy of 
food and water and shelter f two 
days. The men were abandoned by 
the guards and left to shift for them- 
selves. The situation was brought 
to the attention of the War Depart- 
ment and on July 14 the deportees 
were eacorted by troops to Colum- 
bus, N. M., where they were main 
tained by government until the 
middie of tember. 


“According to an army census of 


the deported men, 199 were native- 
born Americans, 468 were citisens, 
472 were registered under the selec- 
tive draft law and 433 were mar- 
ried. Of the foreign-born, over 
twenty nationalities were frepre- 
rented, tneluding 141 British, 82 
Serbians and 179 Slave Germans and 
Austro-Hungarians (other than

National Council Gives the 
President Warning. 


Shipments Can Help Pay for 
Wear Expenses.

NEW YORK, Nov. American 
industries must be stimulated to 
high production and America’s for- 
eien, trade must develop to enable 
this country to use its full strength 
in winning the war, declares the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council in a 
report to be submitted today te 
President Wilson. 

“Practically all the money in the 
Allied “portions of the world, and 
most of that held by neutrals, in 
time, can be made available for our 
war emergencies if our production 
constantly provides a proper basis 
for foreign trade,” says the council. 

The report was prepared by Lewis 
E. Pierson, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Irving National 
Bank of New York. It will_be sub- 
mitted to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives and to the Finance Committee 
of the Senate. 

TWO PROBLEMS. 

It was drawn up in an effort by 
the council to the government 
in the fixing of commodity prices 
and in the taxation of business 
profits. These problems are de- 
scribed by the council as perhaps 
the most serious and difficult the 
government has ever encountered in 
its relation to business interests. 

Asserting that in an idea) plan 
for price fixing and profit taxing, 
high production and not low prices 
should be the controlling considera- 
tion the report says 

“If the final . of the 
war is to be measured to any con- 
siderable extent by the relative 
economic power of t belligerents 
and, of course, it will be so meas- 
ured—the existence of the things 
which money Gan buy will be of far 
greater importance than the por- 
session of money itself.” 

That leads up to the t 
that most of the money in the Allied 
and neutral world can be made 
available for our war emergencies 
proper maintenance of foreign 
trade. For it i# foreign trade, says 
the report, that “is the source from 
which the greater portion of our 
gold must come, and from which our 
national gold reserve will derive its 
greatest security. Foreign trade also 
provides the possibility of keeping 
the entire national energy at all 
times employed tn profitable produc- 
tion by creating a foreign demand 
for products for which there would 
be no demand at home.” 

NEED MAXIMUM CAPACITY. 

Effectiveness of American par- 
ticipation in the war, says the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council, de- 
nds the maintenance of produc- 
tion in practically spots lines at the 
maximum capacity, and the main- 
tenance of foreign trade during the 
war is a most efficient means of pre- 
venting disturbance 


needs of government in taxation or 
foang; stabilizing conditions of in- 
dustry and maintaining the economic 
structure of the nation. 

For these reasons the council 
recommends to the administration 
end Congress the co-ordination of 
ite efforts at price fixing and taxa- 
tion upon principles that wil) etimu- 
late production, insure the fullest 
maintenance of foreign trade and so 
provide a steady source of funds for 
the vigorous prosecution of the war. 
The “only really bie taing in the 
world today,” continues the report, 
“is to win the war.” In winning the 
war, the big things apart from se- 
curing the fighting men, are “to 
produce and conserve.” In euch + 
rituation we should not “become so 
obsessed with the idea of the value 
of money as to be bitnd to the value 
of other things.” The part which 
money Plays is not of the greatest 
importance. 

“It is easy to imagine a condition 
in which no amount of money Would 
secure the men and materials neces- 
sary in an emergency—# ise hardly 
possible to Imagine a condition In 
which the securing of the men and 
materials required would depend 
entirely. upon the possession of 
money. We firmly belleve that ft 1

Buys Las than it Ever did 
Before, Says Clancy. 


On Other Hand, Shippers Get 
More for Their Money. 
Figures Out Traffic Plea in 

Sum of Ton Miles. 


Because the average layman won- 
Gers why the railroads, which are 
new receiving the biggest gross rev- 
enues in thelr history, should be in 
& position where, it is cl ed, they 
must either raise their rates or euf~ 
fer financial collapse, R. J. Clancy, 
assistant to the general manager of 
the Southern Pacific, yesterday is- 
sued the following statement: 

“The service that a railroad ren- 
Gers is expressed in ton miles. A ton 
mile is the equivalent of hauling a 
ton of freight one mile. What a rail- 
road is able to earn by hauling a ton 
of freight one mile corresponds to 


hour of labor. 
In 1913, the railroads received o 
an average 7.29 milis for this unit 
of service. In 1916 rates have de- 
clined to a point where the ton mile 
brvught only 7.06 mine In money 
this decline amounted to over 180, 
600,000 in 1916. So that money re- 
ceived for the ton mile was less. 
“On the other hand, due te higher 
oosts, the purchasing value of the ton 
mile also decreased. It buys less 


labor, material and * ‘ 

“In 19138, 341 ton miles would Duy 
a day's labor. In 1916 it took 383 
ton miles. Now it probably takes 
over 4090. 

“In 19138, 6,800,000 ton miles would 
buy a mallet locomotive. Today, the 
locomotive costs almost 10,500,000 
ton miles. To earn the added cost 
of $74,100 a railroad would have to 
haul a ton of frieight 187 times 
around the world.

PRESIDENT WILGON HAS KLEVATED DEMO-

In an address before the Los An- 
geles Lodge of the Theosophical 
Society, last night, Mrs. Maud F.

In a sermon on “Brains in Rell- 
gion,” given in the University Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, yesterday, 
Dr. W. E. Titroe, said: 

“Many people think of religion as 
an obsession or excitement. Men 
catch it. Others think it an inspira- 
tion. God gives it. To yet others it 
is a performance. Men do it. The 
Jews sald it was racial. One should 
become a Jew to be really religious 
It is the thought of the hour that 
religion is a matter to be consid- 
ered.

The man 
to whom religion makes no chante 
ie yet to get acquainted with reli- 
gion. Religion ts belief. It is de- 
fined by faith.

“Religion is heart purity. It is 
a birth, a gift. a witness of the 
Holy Spirit.

Dr. Clyde Sheldon Shepard 
preached in the Mt. Hollywood Con- 
gregational Church, last night, on 
“The Holy Spirit.“ drawing a sharp 
Gistinction between religion in idea 
and religion in spirit. He said, in 


part: 

“Much of our debate is needless 
on the question whether or not the 
so-called civilized world is Christian. 
Define your terms and the answer 
is easy. The world ts Christian— 
in idea. Intellectually it gives as- 
sent to the Christian programme. 
But knowledge is not power here. 
The modern world is not Christian-— 
in spirit. It knows, but it does 
not. It sees, but is blind. hears, 
but is deaf. It believes, but has 
not received the gift of the spirit. 

“The hope for humanity ts Jesus's 
promise of the spirit ho shall 
give power. shall interpret mens 
grasp of Christian ideas in terms 
of life, that vitatize intellectual as- 
sent.

9 he some instances what we call 
conversion may be not so much a 
turning from evil ways to good ways, 
as a turning from the recognition of 
religious truth that is vague and 
apathetic, to a definite and personal 
appropriation of that truth for one- 
self. When one wakes up to the fact 
that God is looking one squarely in 
the eye, and pointing His finger 
straight at one, like Uncle Sam in

Plans for a big drive to interest 
school children of the city in the 
Junior Red Cross are now under 
way, with the approval of Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Hyatt. 


Mra. Harry A. Klvegel of San Fran- 
cisco is director of the work for the 
Pacific division, Red Cross. 

Junior Red Cross membership ts« 
open to all boys and girlie of School 
age in attendance in public, private 
or parochial schools in the United 
States, but only to the student body 
as a Whole. The purpose of the Jun- 
ior Red Croas Is to train the children 
in work and service; to Instruct them 
in the principles and ideals of the 
American Red Cross and of our 
United States; to counteract forces 
of destruction and to bring domt- 
nantly forward the ideals of recon- 
struction and mercy for which the 
R Cross stands. 

The pian contemplates the use of 
Red Cross acitivities as educational 
material for the schools, which 
leaves the entire administration of 
the school auxiliaries in the hands 
of the school authorities. Just as 
much or as little time and work of 
the pupil can be applied to the tasks 
which the Red Cross is assigned to 
do by the nation as the school prin- 
cipal thinks wise. 

The work of boys and giria for the 
Red Cross will vary widely in differ- 
ent localities. In general, the edu- 
cational aspect of the work for chil- 
dren is to be emphasized. 

The regular Red Cross courses in 
first aid, home nursing and dietetics 
will be given to older pupils. They 
will also be taught how to meet 
emergencies, such as extinguishing a 
emall fire: how to swim, and be giv- 
en other exercises which will develop 
their presence of mind and resource- 
fulness. 

The school membership dues are 
required from the whole student 
body. not from an individual. The 
school can probably raise the entire 
amount by a single entertainment. 


‘The sum is not required for its mon- 


ey value, great as that may be in the 
aggregate from the school children 
of the country, but rather asa a 
pledge of devotion to the work and 
ideals of Red Cross service.

Kaiser is Branded as Great 
Devil of Devils. 


“Most Cruel Paganism Bue 
Humanity.” 


Dr. Locke Tells of Depravity 
of German Ruler. 


“If you ask why the Allies will 
win this war, in the words of an- 
other I would answer: ‘It will not 
be guns; it will not be men; it will 
be neither because of the strength of 
one nation, nor because of the weak 
ness of another—it will be God.“ 

Thus spoke Dr. Charles Edward 
Locke last night in the course of his 
address on the iniquities of the 


Kaiser, at the patriotic meeting held 
in the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Dr. Locke's text was from 
First Kings xvili:21: it the Lord 
be God, follow Him, tf Baal, then 
follow him.“ He said, in part: 

“Every age has to choose between 
God and Baal: each individual has 
to make this supreme choice. Once 
more there is a line of cleavage run- 
ning down through all nations and 
peoples. The most cruel paganiem 
which has ever cursed humanity, 
heside which suttee and infanticide 
almost sink into insignificance, has 
seized a sceptre of power and is en- 
deavoring to exploit its barbarous 
Principles with the bloody and ag- 
gressive sword. Its shameless atroc- 
ities are being committed in the 
name of the true God, but it is the 
devil masked in righteousness. 
Even the most extravagant imagina- 
tion of fiends incarnate has never 
reached the depths of depravity 
which the Kaiser and his horrible 
War lords are how perpetuating up- 
on the nations of the world. The 
Kaiser is no longer a human being 
he is a colossal demon—a devil of 
devils. 

“There is no choice now between 
God and Baal; that was settled once 
and forever on Mt, Carmel. There 
should be no choice between the 
Christ and the Kaiser, and this war 
will not end until that question shall 

settied once and forever. 

“Tt would seem impossible that 
any human being could sink into 
such utter depthe of depravity. The 
Kaiser seems determined to drink 
the blood of every nation: and the 
marvel is that hie huge fighting ma 
chine te eo colossal and destructive. 
The Kaiser has laid all ingenuity 
and diabolical infamy under tribute 
to his wicked schemes. There are 
no crvelties and indignities in which 
his attacking armies are not trained. 

“All the humanities and ennobling 
ideale have been trampled upon: 
and when tt would seem that all 
devilish expedients for the deatruc- 
tien of life had been exhausted, now 
comes the verified report that Prus- 
man aviators are dropping polsoned 
candy temptingivy wrapped in tin 
foll down among the children in the 
villages of France. What a host of 
human devile Prussianiem is train- 
ing, and it would not Be unlikely if 
before this war is ended that these 
soldiers would turn on their Infa- 
mouse teaders, and make them vie- 
tims of their own perfidious schemes 
and instruments of death and tor- 
ture. 

Has your attention been called to 
the contents of a postal card which 
the Kaiser sent to each one of his 
soldiers’ Germany has been literal- 
ly sown broadcast with this infa- 
mous personal message from the 
Kateer to hie apostate and hypnot- 
ized subjecta.

MERICA’S ANSWER TO THE KAISER 
When the Kaiser, with Teutonic tnepti- 

tude in the art of psychological analysis, 
referred to America as “a nation which 
would amount to nothing in this war” he 
was basing his estimates largely on utter- 
ances, editorial and otherwise, with which 


the Hearst papers reeked when it became 


certain that the United States would: be 
forced to declare war on Germany. 


America’s answer to this stupid Prussian 
sneer was to promptiy convert her vast 
industrial system from a peace to a war 
basis. The next step was to co-ordinate 
the various industries so that the pressing 
needs of one might not work hardship 
on others of equal importance. This 
was speedily accomplished by the appoint- 
ment of a National Council of Defense head- 
ed by the mation’s leaders in industry, 
finance, commerce and transportation. The 
steel industry, the banks, railroads, steam- 
ship lines, telephone and telegraph sys- 
tems were brought under the control of 
committees headed by men of the highest 
ability, integrity and patriotiam, with the 
result that in seven short months a vast 
transformation has taken place in the in- 
dustrial fabric of the nation. 


Thousands of manufacturing plants 


throughout the country have completely 
changed the character of their output to 


conform to the government's war needs. 


Great steel plants, acting on the suggestion 
of the National Council of Defense, are 
now confining their activities to the manu- 
facture of shrapnel, ship plates, armor 
plates and heavy artillery for the army and 
navy. Machine shops have taken up the 
work of manufacturing small arms; cloth 
manufacturers, from whose looms came the

The nation’s financial achievements are 
a matter with which all who read the dally 
presse are familiar. Billions-of dollars have 
been raised without in the least upsetting 
normal business or financial conditions, 
and each huge loan has only served to fur- 
ther stimulate business and intensify pa- 
triotism. 

The tremendous ‘which the 
United States as a whole has made is too 
large for the individual to comprehend. 
We may get an idea from developments 
that have taken place at our own doors. 
Seven months ago the site of the present 
mammoth shipbuilding plant of the Los An- 
gelés Dry Dock and Shipbuilding Company 
was a mud flat. Today several ships are on 
the ways and the keels for others will be 
laid in a short time. Contracts, approxi- 
mating $27,000,000 have been undertaken 
and other contracts will be secured ae rap 
idly as the company can secure machinery, 
men and material for the completion of 
them. 

Every shipyard at the harbor is choked 
with business and the same condition pre 
vails all alon# the coast. Fully 3,000,006 
tons of shipping will be laid down before 
December 31 and as much more by March 
1. Germany simply can't sink shipe as fast 
as America can build them, once she pute 
her mind and devotes her splendid ener- 

gies and resources to the task. 

So it goes all over the country. The 
mills, the mines and the farms are being 
speeded up and as a result supplies of every 
description, from ships to shoes, are pour- 
ing forth in one vast stream to equip and 
carry and feed the vast army which we are 
preparing for the field. That America at 
which the stupid Kaiser saw fit to sneer 
has accepted his challenge, and before the 
sun sets on another seven months our 
armies, with those of the Allies, will be ham- 
mering him out of sight.

The world war has resulted in «a 
great outburst of patriotism in America, an 
almost universal spirit of self-sacrifice, an 
almost universal disposition to sihk all dif- 
ferences and unite to win the war. The one 
conspicuous exception to this spirit is found | 
among the chiefs of labor-unionism, in that 
element which too often dictates the pol“ 
cles of the associations which alone’ are 
opposing the necessary sacrifices. In the 
pursuit of their own selfish aims these 
leaders and their more active and vicious 
followers are not hesitating at any manew- 
ver, no matter what it may cost the coun- 


may take. It does not even matter to these 
rascals that a great many of the soldiers 
who may be murdered by them are them- 
selves members of organized labor. Any- 
thing to feather their own nests and keep 
their power. 

Ever since Drakes discovery of of] in 
Pennsylvania in 1859 the oll-well drillers, 
tool dressers, their helpers and ol)-fleld 
men generally have been a growing body of | 
free workers.

The 
companies have shown a disposition to rec- 
ognize their needs and to give them every 
possible concession. The number of op- 
erators and officials of big companies who 
have themselves worked in the derricks is 
large. Voluntarily, many of the biggest 
companies in California and a ber of 
drilling contractors in the State have grant- 
ed an eighthour working day without re- 
duction of the high wages which have been 
paid in the past for twelve hours’ work for 
drillers, tool dressers and helpers, and for 
nine hours for other workers. Other com- 
panies have agreed to give the shorter day 
as early as they can make arrangements 
for employing additional men and provid- 
ing additional accommodations

That so many of the skilled workmen have 
refused to join in the disturbance has prob- 
ably saved the day. The last reports are 
that the backbone of the strike is broken. 

The gravity of the crime which the 
union agitators have committed in Louis 
ana and Texas is increased by the fact that 
it is from these flelds and from Oklahoma 
that the United States and the Allied 
governments are getting the great part of 
the ofl without which they cannot fight 
and win the war. Having reached the 
point where they see ultimate failure in 
their efforts to tie up the oll fields, the 
agitators are now trying to tie up the 
many refineries of Texas and Louisiana 
where most of the oll used in the war is 
refined. In Oklahoma, also, they sought to 
organize the workmen by a reign of terror 
and the use of dynamite to blow up the 
homes of opponents. Last week the out- 
raged citizens of Tulsa took a number of 
the agitators out of bed, flogged, tarred and 
feathered them and warned them to leave 
under penalty of death. Though {legal and 
to be deplored, such treatment has accom- 
plished good results. 

Here in California, unless the Federal 
mediators are successful in bringing the 
unions to their senses, the oil fields may 
be more or less tied up by a strike.

PROPHECY FORE AND AFT. 


The gift of prophecy has touched 
all of us at one time or another, and 
never to a more varied utterance 
than apropos of the present war. 
Countiess private and public state- 
ments have been made as to tts 
duration-and outcome. Men in the 
factory and pulpit, men honest and 
dishonest, pessimists and optimists, 
have alike indulged in seership. e- 
pecially during the first year of the 
conflict were the predictions rife 
and reckless. But who in his most 
farseeing moment glimpsed the 
sian revolution, the submarine pil- 
racy, the participation of the United 
States and other extraordinary 
phases, now every-day facts? Non- 
realization of the majority of the 
prophets’ visions has made them 
less precipitate in their declarations. 

What has interested us particu- 
larly in the prophetic order, how- 
ever, -have been the exhumed reo- 
ords of the past rather than the 
guesses of the present. According 


to these annals there have been 36. 
tounding forewarnings and predic- 


tions of the European cataclyem, 
and in the light of events it is even 
more astounding that they 
either ignored or ridiculed. But that 
is always the reward of prophecy. 
Apparently a library of books was 
written on the inevitable occurrence 
of war in the principal toncues of 
Europe. In an essay written nearly 
forty years ago Georg Brandes, the 
eminent Danish author, foretold the 
result of Teutonic militarism. Har- 
old Frederic, one of our most prom- 
ising novelists, who died before ful- 
filling expectations, wrote a sketch 
of Kaiser William II just before he 
ascended the throne, in which, re- 
markable to relate, Frederic said: 
“It seems very probable that some 
future, Taine, a century hence, per- 
haps, will write to show that WII 
Ham II of Prussia and the German 
Empire was a mysteriously-belated 
survival of the antemedieval Goths 
and Vandals— an Attila born a thou- 
sand years after his time.” And a 
few years prior to his death, Tolstol 
made an uncanny prophecy concern- 
ine the future of the world, in it 
giving the aprroximate date of the 
outbreak of the great war and an- 
nouncing that a man from the north 
would bring peace to Europe, which 
he would thereafter rule for twenty- 
five years. We wonder if that man 
is now in evidence. Considerable 
curiosity and interest have also cen- 
tered @bout one of the cryptic proph- 
ecies in the Rook of Revelation, 
chapter XIII. verse 5, In which the 
present Kaiser is identified with the 
beast to whom power was given “to 
continue forty and two months.” 
Which would end the war next Feb. 
ruary. Mother Shipton, too, has had 
her inning on the subject, for we 
have seen her cited as follows: 
When pictures look alive, with 
movements free, 
When ships like fishes swim beneath 
the sea, 
When men, outstripping birds, can 
score the sky, 
Then half the world, deep drenched 
blood, shall die.
